Gentes in hereditatem, et extremitates ter- 
rain poſſeſionem,, the heathen for his in- 
herirance,&theends of the earth for his 
poſſcſhon. Yeta choice number there 
1s bearing the marke of the foundation 
(as the Kingsliuery ) whereof the A- 
poſtle ſpcaketh, 2.7 moth. 2.1 g. the foil- 
dation of Godabideth ſure, and hath 
this ſeale : Dominus noutt qui ſunt ſui, 
the Lord knoweth whoare his. Theſe 
headmitteth todo him daylie ſeruice, 
thele he conuerſeth with familiarly as 
he faith. Joh.14.21. Ei conſpiciendum ex- 


'E'} hrbebomeipſam,l wil ſhewmy owne ſelfe 


vnto him:theſc he inricherth with gifts, 
graces of his ſpirit in this world , cter-

in the next : theſe he honouceth with 
high preferments , making them by 
beleeuing, the ſonnes of God in this 
world, and kings & Pricſtes vnto God 
both here and in the next.

The earth is the Loydes, and all that 
therein is, the worlde and they that dwell 
therein, For hehath founded it upon the 
ſeas , and eſtabliſhed itupon the floudes, in 
theſe wordes he remembreth the firſt 
forte of his ſubicQes which are ſo by 
right of creation. Or, if happily this di- 
uiſion of ſubicdts diſpleaſe, becaule the 
ſecond meber is includedin the firſt ,& 
they which are ſubieQes bound by the 
benefit of redemption , arealſo bound 
by the bond of creation. I willgiue the 
ſence of my Text in ſome other words. 
The Prophet in theſe wordes remem- 
breththefirſtreaſon & ground of right, 
by which the Lord clameth to be king: 
A 4 * Name- .. 
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Namely that he created the worlds? 
Theground of right by which he cla- 
meth is inthe ſecond verſe, How fatre 
he clamerh by this ground of right isin 
the firſt verſe. Euento be Lord of all. 

The earth 1s the Lordes and all that 
therein is, theworld and they that dwell 
therein. Thus farre he clameth, cuento 
be Lord of all. Ofthe carth and of the 
inhabitants: Of the ſoileand thole that 
occupic it : Of euery tenement, and e- 
euery tenant dwelling therein, that 
theſe are the Lordes, we are to inquire 
in' this ycrſe. That they are his, be- 
cauſe he madethem, weare to inquire 


inthe nextverſe. And the doctrine of 
theſe things I will firſt deliuer , and 


then the vſcs. 
T he earth is the Loraes, the world is his, 
T remelius reades orbis habitabilis,theha- 
bitableworld,thatisthe pile ofthe earth 
in the face whereof we dwell, with the 
—_ and ornamentes thereof, in the 
dowel; of it or vpper countenance, as 
minerales,mertalles,ſtoncs,moſitaines, 
yallics 
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yallies,plaines,herbes,plantes,fruires & 


ſuch like , tor all theſe arccarth, or of 


the earth and adhearing thereto. And 
all this is the Lordes, 

For all this was, when there was nei- 
ther man norbeaſt, nor any breathing 
thing to claimea property in them , or 
to haue any vic ot them, For inthe firſt 
day the carth was : though yer in one 
maſſe withthe heauens and the.waters, 
and wanting her forme as appeareth. 
Geneſis, 1.1.2, And in the third day it 
was brought to her forme & recciued 
her decking as inthe ſame place appea- 
reth, verſc,9, God ſaid againe , Let the 
waters vnder the heauen bee gathered 
into one place and let the dry Jand ap- 
peare : and it was ſo. And God called 


the dry landearth, andthe gathering , 


together ofthe waters , ſeas: and God 
ſaw that it was good. Then God faide, 
Let the carth bud foorth the bud of the 
hearbethat ſeedeth ſecede, the fruitctull 
tree, which beareth fruireaccording to 
his kiade, which may hauc his ſecede in 


it 
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it ſelfe. : and it was ſo. And the earth 
brought forththebudof the hearb,thar 
ſeedeth feede according to his kinde, 
alſo therree that yeeldeth fruite, which 
hath his ſeed init ſelfe according to his 
kinde : & God ſaw that it was good. So 
the euening and morning was the third 
day. Thus was theearth ſeperated from 
other parts of the world, receiued her 
forme and furniture, when yet there 
was neither man nor beaſt, nor bre-

' - Which things were createdafter in 
the ſixt day. As Hoſes after the fourth 
dayes worke in creatingthe lightes in 
the firmament, & the fit dates worke 
in creating foules and fiſhes, at laſt re- 
porteth in the ſame place. verſe, 24. 
moreouer God fſaide,let the carth bring 
foorththeliuing thing according to his 
Linde, cattell,and that which creepeth, 
andthe bealt of the earth according to 
theirkinde,& it was ſo. And God made 
thebeaſt of the earth according gs

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kinde , andthe cartell according to his 
kinde, and cuery creeping thingof the 
earth according to hiskinde : and God 
law that it was good, Furthermore 
God ſfaide, let vs make man in our i- 
mage according to ourlikeneſſe,and let 
them rule ouer the fiſh of the ſea, and 
ouer the foule of heauen, and ouer 
the beaſtes and ouer all the earth, and 
ouer cuery thing that creepeth and 
mooueth on the earth. Thus God cre- 
ated the mar in his image,in the image 
of God created he him,&c. Andin the 
ver. 31.Moſes thus cocludeth. And God 
ſaw all that he had made , and lo it was 
very good. Andthe cueningand mor- 
ning were the ſixt day. The earth was 
created inthe firſt day: was ſeperated & 
recciued forme and furniture the third 
day:man & beaſts were not created vn- 
tilthe 6.day,theearth inthemeanetime 
wanted not a Lord to whomitbelong- 
ed8& whoſc it was,hisit is,astheprophet 
here ſpeaketh,the catthis the Lordes.

Shall it not therefore be the Lords 
becauſe they vic it > -how did the Lord 
looſe his old right vnto them ? in what 
courtand before what Iudge was the 
Lord cuicted 2 and where arc the re- 
cords thereof to be ſeenc , ſurely the 
creatures holde their habitation of the 
Lord,and ſo many as are wiſe acknow- 
ledge the ſame . Whether they doc or 
no,God doth challenge the right , and 
plainely affirmeth that he hath alwayes 
diſpoſed thereof. Ier.27. 5. ſpeaking of 
thecarth which he made, he ſaith, /deo 
irado eam cuirettum wvidetur in ocults meis, 
Therefore I giue itto whom it pleaſeth 
me : and now I haue giuen all theſe 
lands into the hands of Nebuchaanezar 
the King of Babe! my ſcruaut , fignify- 
ing hereby that from time to time he 
giueth and granteth the poſſeſſion and 
vie of the carth athis pleaſure, admit- 
ting oneand diſplacing another _—

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meth good in his {ight, putting out C4- 
nanites, bringing in the /frachtes, aflig- 
ning to cuery Tribe their owne porti- 
on: depoling Saw, ſetting vp Dauid, 
diuiding one kingdometo many kings, 
as when hee rent ten Tribes from the 
ſonne of Salomon, and gaue them to 
Terobram the ſonne of Nebat . And gi- 
uing many kingdomes to one king- 
dome,as when bordering nations were 
ſubdued vnto David. Which tranfla- 
ting and diſpoſing,prooueth the earth 
to be his though inhabited by men, & 
that they all doc hold of him, 

Which becauſe prond Nebuchadne. 
zar did not- acknowledge , hee was 
taught. Dan. 4-27. He ſaid; Is not this 
great Babel, Quam ego edificanj, which T 
haue builded for the houſe of the king- 
dome, by the wc of my power , and 
for the honor of my mateſtie ; taking 
himſelfe to be the chicfe Lord holding 
ofnone. But it followeth in the next 
verſe, while the word was in the Kings 
mouth, Fox c/o — in. 
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dicitur Nebuchadnetzar Rex, there came 
a voyce from heauen , ſaying, O King 
Nebuchaanezargto thee be it ſpoken,(to 
thee whatſocuer it thou wert as great 
as Nabuchagonezar )thy kingdome1sde- 
parted from thee, and they ſhall driue 
thee from men , and thy dwelling ſhall 
be with the beaſts of the field, they ſhal 
make thee to cate graſle as the Oxen, 
and ſeauen times ſhall paſle ouer thee, 
yntill thou knoweſt that the moſt high 
beareth rule ouer the kindome of men, 
and giueth it ynto whom ſocuer hee 
will, The. very ſamc houre was this 
thing fulfilled ypon Nabuchadnezar , & 
he was driuen from men , and did cate 
graſle as the Oxcn, and his body was 
wet with the dew ot heauen , till his 
haires were growne as Eagles feathers, 
& his naileslike birdes clawes,& atthe 
end of thoſe daies (hcare now his con- * 
feſhon, hauing reformend his iudge- 
ment ) I 0a lik vp mync 
eyes vnto heauen , and mine\ynder- 
ſtanding was reſtored vato me ,)and I 


gaue 
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2aue thank?s vnto the moſt high, and 
I praiſedand honoured him that liuzth 


tor euer, whoſc power is ancuerlaſting \ 


powerand his kingdomeis from gene- 
ration to generation. Andall the inha- 
birants of the earth are reputed as no- 
thing : and according to his will hee 
worketh\in the armie of heauen , and 
in the inhabitants of the carth ; and 
none can ſtaye his hand, nor ſay vato 
him, what doeſt thou © Thus when 
men doe not acknowledge the fſu- 
preame authoritic of God, he know- 
cth how to make the proudelt to rc» 
cant. 

Bur be it that men and beaſts holde 
nothing in their owne right, but all of 
tauour and at Gods will, asappeareth 
alſo in their ſhort continuance, and gi- 
uingplace by death; Yet what may be 
anfwered vnto the Prince of darke» 
nefſe that challengeth much to him- 
ſelfe iv this world . In Zuk. 4. 5. in the 
hiſtorie of Chriſtes rempration', it 5 
thus written of him. That the devill 
SLOW B tooke 


_ Inthedeuils challenge , marke ( not his 
modc- 
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tooke him vp into an cxceeding high 
mounaine , and ſhewed him all the 
kingdomes of the world,in the twinck- 
ling of an eye, and ſaid vnto him, T6; 
dabo poteſtatem hanc vniuerſam,et gloriam 


 ilorum reenorum, nam mihi iradita eft et 


enicungque voluero,do eam All this power 
will I 2iue thee ,and the glory ot thoſe 
kingdomes : for that is deliuered vnto 
me: and to whomſocuerl will, I giue 
ir. The deuill in theſe words challeng- 
erh much vnto himſclfe : and the ſcrip- 
turecertainely giveth much vnto him, 
calling him the prince of this world. 
Tlohn. 1 4. 30. princeps huius'mund; venit, 
ed in me non habit quicquam, the Prince 
of this world commeth & hath naught 
in me. And calling him God of this 
world. 2.Cor.4.4.It our Goſpell be hid 
it is hid tothem that periſh . 1» quibus 
aeus huius ſeculs excecauit mentes, nempe 
in infidehbus, &-c, In whome the God 
of this worlde | hath blinded their 
mindes , namely in the Infidels . But 
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modeltie , for he hath none, but ) his 
fcarefulneſle : he dareth nor fay for in- 
cenſing his judge, that the power of 
this world is his, but that heis a com- 
miſtioner: allthis ſathhe,is committed 
vnto me . And where the Scripture 
calleth him Prince and God of this 
world, it is by reaſon of this comm:.ſli- 
on, by whuch , power is giuen him, in 
the darkenecſlec ot this world, to rule in 
the hearts of the children of diſobedi- 
ence. And that feartull ſpeech alſo of 
his is falſe : for it is not committed vnto 
bimto haueat his pleaſurethe diſpoſing 
of the kingdoms ot the earth. In Pro.s. 
15.the wiſdom of God faich,per me reges 
regnant & dominatores decernunt mſtit1a, 
by me kings reigne,and Princes decree 
juſtice, And the Prophet of God ſaith, 
Pſa.75.6.No ab exortu,nes ab occaſu,neg, a 
deferto eſt exa'tatio. Sed deus index hicc de- 
primit illvexaltat:to come topreterment 
is neither from theeaſt, norf16 the welt, 
nor from the wilderneſſe(that is South 


or North , for on both ſides 1udea was

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incloſed with the wilderncfſe ) bur 
Godis the iudge: hee maketh lowe, 
and he maketh high. And the Queene 
of Sheba telleth Salomon 2.Chren 9.8.

But he it that the ſoile and habitat. 
on is the Lords, yer it may be that the 


inhabitants arenot his . For oft times 


the ſhip is one mans and the merchan- 
diſe wherewith it is fraiced is another 
mans. Oft times the ſoile belongeth to 
one man as Lord of the Manor,and the 
corne growing on the ground belong- 
eth to another as Farmer of the grange. 
Many times one man 1s maiſter & ow- 
ner of the houſe,andanotheroweththe 
—_ laid vp therein. Letvs therefore 
ce if it benot ſo in this caſe, the Lord 
being Lorde of the carth , and mcn 
free-men not bound vnto him. 

And ſurely there haue not wanted 
men in all ages of the world, that haue 
refuſed to acknowledge God to bee 
theic Lord. Waen Moſes ſpake to Pha- 
ravh in the name of the Lord, Pharaoh 
proudly made anſwer, Exod. 5.2. {dy- 
ing; Who « the Lord, that 1 ſhould heare 
his woyce and let Ifrael goe? T know not the 


Lord, neyther will 1 let Iſrael goe . Hee 
| B 3 knew 
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knew no ſuperiour, he belonged vnto 
none.Letvs ioyne with him Nebachad- 
#ezar , who threatning the three Icwes 
that would not worſhip his golden I- 
mage, ſaid vnto them proudly.D2 3.75. 
Luis et Deus qui eripere poſit vos & mani- 
bus mes? who is that God that can deli- 
ner you out of my hands? |:c was fo far 
from thinking any God his Lorde,thar 
he thought himſelfe a Lorde of Gocs, 
* and greater then all Gods. To theſc 
may bee added the tumultuous and ra- 
ging people of Tewes and Gentiles, 
with their Kings and goucrnours, that 
Pſal.2.2.came together, contra Jehonam 
et contra Chriſtum eius, againſt the Lord 
and againſt his Chriſt, 2gainſt God the 
father,againſt Gud the ſonne,& againſt 
the annointedof the Lord with this re- 
bellious reſolution. Let vs breake their 
bonds,& caſt away their cords from vs. 

If any thinke,that kings perhaps,may 
fall into this errour, being decetued by 
royall maieſtie , which yeclding to no 
Lordin carth,thinketh it ſhould be ſub-

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ietcono Lordin heauen: but ſubiecs 
learnint to obey earthly Lordes ,will 
much more humble themiclues to a 
heauenly Lord: & it is not to be feared - 
of them,that they ſhould fiy vnto God, 
as the citizens by their meſſenger {aid 
to theirnoole ruler.

There haue beene ample kingdomes 
in the world, & mighty Kings claming 
and conquering farre :but none lo am- 
ple,& ſo farreclaming as this. The glo- 
rious kingdome of the golden head of 
Babell, the richkingdome of the filuer 
breſt and armes of tie Medes and Per- 
ftans,the mighty kingdome of the bra- 
ſen belles and thighcs of 4 lexander 8 
the Grecians& the warlike kingdomes 
ot the Yron legs of the Selencida and 
Lagide , {ucceſſors of Alexander in the 
North, and South, are able to march 
this ample kingdome of the Lord:The 
king fawaſtone cur of without handes, 
that pe intoa great mountaineand 
filled the wholecarth . Which the pro- 
pher 
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phet interpreteth of theample andeter- 
nall kingdome that God ſhould ſet vp 
among men, cuea the kingdome of his 
ſonne whole borders ſhoul 1 be the cir- 
cle of the world . The breadta tnercof 
fro the North tothe South. The leneth 
therof,the iourny of the ſunne./h:cun- 
que locus eſt illic preeſt 0mines,vbicunque 
homines ſunt, illis preeſt dominus, Wher- 
ſoeuer place is there God raigneth : 
whereſocuer men are ouer th: m God 
raigneth, Malach, r.rr. From the ryſing 
of the Sunne vnto the'goinz downe 
thereof, my name is great among the 
Gentiles, and in cuery place incenſe 
ſhalbe offered to my name, &a pure of- 
fering:for my name is great among the 
Heathen faith the Lord of hoſtes. Thus 
much of this verſe ſhewing how far:he 
Lordclaimcth,cnen to be Lord of all, 
the earth & the inhabitantes.,the world 
and the divellers therein. 

Foy hee hath founded it wppon the 
Seas and eſtablilhed it vppon the floudes. 
This verſe contayneth a reaſon and 

round 
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ground of his claime,namely , that hee 
made the world and the inhabitantes 
thcreof, 

And whereas the Prophet ſaith that 
Goddid toundit and eſtabliſh it vpon 
the waters, the meaning is this, that in 
foudingand eſtabliſhing the carthand 
ha »:table world, he madeit to appeatc 
hizh abouethe waters,as if the waters 
lyingeuenin a lowe leuell(called aque, 
qu 4 £que)3S1f theſe Icucled lowe wa- 


ters were the flore,& the earth the buil. 


ding rai'ed vp vponthem. Gene{s. 1.9. 
Itis wruten God ſaid againe,letthc was 
ters vnder the heauen be gathered into 
one place,and letthe dry land appeare, 
and it was ſo. And God called the dry 
Lind earth, and the gathering together 
of the watcis he called ſcas: Before,the 
waters and the earch were ſo mixed, 
tht the carth was wholy couered with 
the waters, as a-lute or ſome inſtru- 
m:nt ina caſe; and God commaun- 
dcd them to retyre into one place, 
and holde an cuen courſe. For ſo T re-

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melins interprets the place,reto er equa- 
bilt curſu contendant : Let their mot n 
from hence foorth be direQtand l: ucll, 
haſtening into their aſſigned: place, 
where they may hauec that eugn cou: ſe, 
This worke of God is notablie {er 
toonth by the Prophet in the P/a/me. 
104. Tremelzus reading giuing much 
light to our rcaJing, from the 5.ver He 
ſet thqearth wpon her found uti6s that it 
ſhall never mouc.Ab:ſſo vt indumento 0» 
perneras eam ſupra montes ſkanttbss aqnis: 
Thou hadfſt couered it with the deepe 
as with agarment,the waters ſtz2nlirg 
aboue the mountaines(thus it was vn- 
till the third day. ) Ex mcrepatione tus 
diffagerunt, a voce tus tonitrut acceler a» 
runt fugam. at thy rebukethey fled,from 
the voyce of thy thunder they haſte. 
ned their flight ( Gods worde was like 
a thundring checke vnto them ) Con- 
feenderunt per montes , deſcenderunt per 
wvalles,in locum quem fundaneraseis they 
climedouer the mountaines, & ranne 


downe by the vallics,vnto the plice aſ- {/ 
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ſigned to them . Terminum oppoſuiſt; ne 
tranſeant ne revertuntur ad operiendii ter- 
7am. | hou haſt fet bonds vnto the, that 
they ſtha'l not paſic, that they returne 
no'tocoucrthecarth(thus it was on the 
third day) and by that word of Godas 
an eternal decreegthe waters hold their 
redtumet equabilem curſum , their plaine 
and [cuel] wauing courſe,and are about 
theskirres of the diy land, as a tounda- 
tion and ſtrong puuning to holdevpthe 
fidesot it, And therctore doth the Pro- 
phet ſay. T hat the Lord hath founaed it 
wvppon the Seas and prepared it wvppon the 
floudes, 

Whatſocuer his words are,the thing 
that he afftirmethis this.that God in the 
beginning madethe carth & made the 
inhabitants bythe power of his word, 


and by the ſame mighty word of his ſtil 
vpholdeth the ſame. 


We hauethe hiſtory of the creation 
dcliuered in writing vnto vs, by the mi | 
towhom Godappcarcd in the burning 
buſh,to whom God ſpakeinthe moun- 


tainc 
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taine familiaily taceto face,that ſaw the 
gloryot God, lomuciras mortall eyes 
mightſce and liue; even by Moſes chat 
was faithfull inalthe houſe, and hedoth 
aſcribethe creationtherof vnto God, In 
whoſe bookes,thcle arc the firſt words, 
grauienas it were inthe forhead therof: 
In principio dcus creawit cli i terram,in 
the beginning God created iheheaucn 
; & theearth ſothat,astherwo diſciples, 
; going to Emass,ſaid vnto leſus,after his 
reſuteRion,not yet known vnto them, 
that he muſt needs bethe only ſtranger 
in Ifraell, it he knew not the things that 
had lately happened to Ieſus of Naza- 
reth a Prophet mighty in deedeand in 
word before God and all the people : 
ſo hee muſt needes bee a very great 
\ Rftranger inthe Scriptures that know- 
'  Eih not that God made the worlde, 
Manye great Philoſophers among the 
vnbeleccuing Gentiles, hauing read the 
| bookes of other writers, haue doubted 
of the creation of the worlde , and 


ſome haue thought it to haue beene , 
"WM eter- \ 
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eternall, neuer made. And ſome more 
foliſhly haue ſuppoſed it to haue beene 
accidently made, Ex atomis confiatum, 
growneto this forme by the falling of 
ſmall motestogether. But among Chri- 
ſtians,which haue the bookes of Scrip- 
ture Scripture dininitus immſpirate ,gluen 
| byinſpiration of God, the childe that 
hath bur ſpelled the firſt line of the Bt- 
ble, learneth that the Almightie God 
did createthe heauen and the earth. In 
Eſa.40 25.the Lord ſaith ,7 o whom now 
will you lrken me th:t 1 ſhould belike him, 
faith the holy one? lift vp youreyes on 
high, and beholde who hath created 
theſe things? and bringeth our their ar- 
mies by number ? and calleth them all 
by names. After verſe. 28. Knoweft thou 
not ? or haſt thon not heard that the euer- 
laſting God, the Lord hath created the ena's 
of the earth, &c, In Teremie in his tenth 
chapter, where he ſhewerh the vanitic 
of idols compared vnto the liuing God, 
the Godof'trueth : inthe 11, verſe it is 
thus written.T has ſhall yee ſay vnto _—_ 
t11e 
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the Gods that bane not made the heavens 
and the earth, ſhall periſh from the earth, 
and from wnder theſe heauens , he hath 
made the earth by hrs power and eſtabliſhed 
the world by his wiſedome , and hath ſiret- 
ched. out the heanens by bs diſeretion; 
And in the 24. Chapter and x. verſe, 
God faith of himſelte , 1 hauve made the 
eirth, the man and the beaft that are pon 
the eround, by my greut powtr , and by my 
ont-ſtretched arme, 6, Y ea God mani 
feſted in the fleſh , Iefus Chriſt the 
fſonneot God, and ſonne of the Vir- 
gin AMarie,to whome in regarde of his 

umaine nature, the iudgememt of the 
worlde js cothmirned, which in regarde 
of his dinine natute wa9his' without 
commiſſion,he hath made the worlde, 
and all things therein , and dooth now 
conſerue the ſame . Pas! faith of Him 
Cotoſ»r.16,T hat by himalthings weve erea- 


ted which ave in heauen, and which are tn 
earth, things viſible, and things inufible. 


Andthe Apoſtle to the Hebrewes 1.2. 
YE qQ ſpeak- 
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ſpeaketh thus; That whereas in former 
umes, God ſpake vnto our fathers by 
the Prophets, 1n theſe lait daics he hath 
ſpoken vato vs by his ſonne, whom he 
harh made heire of all things, by whom 
alſo he made theworld: who being the 
brightacſle of the glory,and the ingra- 
yed forme of his perſon,and beating vp 
all things,Potenteverbo ſwo,by bis migh- 
tieword, hath by himſclte purged our 
finnes: by him the world was made,and 
by his mighty worde the world and all 
things in it are ſuſteined . So that cer- 
tainly God didcreate the earth,the ha- 
bitable world, & all that dwell vpon it. 
He didfound it & cſtabliſh it vpon the 
ſcas', being now by Gods appointment 
asa wall atthe tote therof.and a ſtrong 
huttrice toſhore and vphold the ſame. 
- Yutis this a good reaſon to claime 

the {oucraigntic of the world becauſe 
he made it f Liurely . When. Jacob had 
made his pottage, and Eſav came home 
bungrie out of the field, he acknow- 
> ledged 
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ledged that tobe Jacobs that Iacob had 
made,he challenged no right in it, net- 
ther deſired to haue it but vpon com- 
poſition with his brother. He is there- 
tore more vnreaſonable then Eſar, that 
acknowledging God to haue made the 
world,will denic him to be Lord otthe 
world,of the worke of hisowne hands. 
Panulamong the Athenians, Ads17.24. 
ſpeaketh thus." God that made the wor [de 
and all things that are therem, ſecing that 
. bets Lordof heanen &-earth,aweleth not in 
temples made with hands Where he hath 
affirmedthat God made the wozld,and 
all things thetin, he fearethnot imme- 
diatly to annex,asathing not tobe ſpo- 
ken againſt, that he is lord of heauen 8: 
earth.Concerning man,one part of this 
earth and habitable world, for he was 
made of the duſt of the earth, the Pro- 
pher ſaith P/a/.1c033. Knew ee, that the 
Lord heis God,it he that hathmade vs,c- 
not we our ſclues , we are his people , and3he 
ſheepe of his paſture. m_ he my 
2 nat 
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that wearehis,and he Lord and owner 
of vs, asany man is of the flockes of his 
ſheepe, becauſe the Lordes hands did 
make vs . And it the reaſon be good in 
any part of the world,it is good alſo in 
the whole . If the ſonncs of men be 
Gods poſſeſſion , becauſe hee made 
them,then the earth and all that are vp- 
on it are his,for he made them. In Z/a. 
45-12. the Lord faith : 7 have made the 
earth , and created man wpon it : 1 whoſe 
bands bane fpred out the beauens , 1 hauc 
enen commanded all their armie. Becauſe 
he made and created theſe things , and 
did ſpred them out, giuing both being 
and forme, ſubſtance and ſhape vnto 
there, therefore he commandeth them 
as theit Lord ;@ mnt exercitus eorum mans 
data Dei : he commandeth: all the ar. 
mies of them. VVhich he ſhould nor 
doe if they remained not his, There- 
fore vpon ſo great reaſon, let vs yeelde 
Godhisright,and ſay withthe Prophet, 
The earth #5 the Lords and allthat #31 it, 
193 " the 
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the world and they that dwell therein. Foy 
he hath founded it vpon the ſeas, and efts- 
bliſhed it pen the flouds. Thus haue yee 
heard the doctrine of theſe woxdes. 
Nowletvs conſider what holy & good 
vie we may make thereof, 
And let this be the firſt vſe , that if 
God be Lord of all, the earth and alſo 
_ the inhabitants, that thenall, the carth 
and the inhabitants , doe acknowledge | 
and honour bim. And this the holye 
Ghoaſtdoth teach vs inthe Pſalme.g6. 
from the verſe.7. Giue vntothe Lorde 
the families of the people, giuevnto the 
Lorde glory and power ; giue vnto the 
Lord the glory of his name: bring an 
offering , and enter into his Courtes. 
Worſhip the Lorde in the glorious 
ſanRuarie : tremble before him all the 
| earth; fayamong the nations,theLord- 
reigneth. Surely the worlde ſhalbeſta- 
ble,and not mooue, and he ſhall iudge 
the people in righteouſneſſe., Let the 
heaucns reioyce, and let the earth bee 
C3 | glad e} ©, 
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glad , let the Sea roare , and all that 
therein is : let the fielde bee ioyfull, 
and all that is in it , let all the Trees of 
the wood reioyce before the Lorde: 
for hee commeth, for hee commeth to 
dee the earth : hee will judge the 
-worlde with rightcouſneſle , and the 

lein his truth . Thus ought all the 
earth rodo:thus let all our carthdo:for 
weare his & hecommeth among vs, to 
judge vsinrighteouſnes by his appoin- 
ted ſernant, and to inſtruct vs in the 
truth by our defender of the faith. This 
is one vie, togiue glory vnto God. 

Let the next vſe be this,that we lcarne 
to know our ſcluesin humilitie,& ceaſe 
from thoſe proudand importable ſpee- 
ches of ſome, that thinke themſclues

When hee had 
flattered himſclfe, ſaying to his foul, 
Soule thou haſt goods 1a:de vpin ſtore 
for many yeres,liueat caſe,care,drinke, 
and take thy paſtime. The Lord Ieſus. 
faith, that God faide vnto him , Thou 
foole; thisnight will they fetch awaye 
thy ſoule from thee. Que ts paraſtt , cw 
ivs tum erunt, then whoſe ſhall thoſe 
things be which:thou haſt prouided ?. 
keaucn doth dilpiſe them, they are nor 


no, thou ſhalt bee compeiled to ac-

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needfull there, neither can they ad to 
thine happineſſe . Hell doth not regard 
them, theyare of no vie there, neyther 
can they abate thy paine : the graue 
hath no ſtowage for them, there 1s no- 
thing bur darkenefle. As they were not 
acquainted with thee before thou walt 
borne,ſfo thy goods will not know thee 
whenthou art dead:andasthe Prophet 
ſaich —_ 17. of thegloriousritch 
man dying, he ſhal) takenothingaway 
when he dieth , neither ſhall his pompe 
deſcend after him . Thus ſhall vaine 
men be taught that nothing is theirs, 
but the earth and all the fulneſle of it 
the Lordes: Let cuery one of vs there. 
fore,whatſocuer hispreſent portion be, 
take heedethat he be nor high minded, 
rhat he grow not proud-of vncertaine 
riches: but that in humility heacknow. 
e himſelfe to haue come naked in- 
to the world; and ſhall goe nakedour, 
andin the meane time is but a ſteward 
accomprable,and that the earth and all 
| that 
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thatis initasthe Lords,ifourtarts were 
thus framed, wee ſhould learne more 
modeſtly , more{obetly , more iuſtly , 
morecharitablie, &more holily, tovſe 
the goods of this worlde, ſtriving as the 
Apoſtle aduiſeth vs. 1.75.6 18 Tobe 
rich in good works, laying vp in ſtore a 
good toundation, againſt the time to 
come,that we may obtaine eternall lite. 
This is aſecond vie of the doctrine to 
retaine our {clues in humility. 

A third vſe that ſhall be,that the Apo- 
ile teacheth vs 1.Corin.r0.The Apoſtle 
would not haue beleevers, to fit with 
vnbclecuers at the rables of their Idols 
in their feaſts , which he calleth the ta. 
bles of diuels, becauſe no man can be 
pertaker of the table of the Lord and 
thetable of deuils, but if we be bidden 
to any manspriuate houſe, whether we. 
are willing togo to cate meat with him, 
there he giuerh liberty to cate, though 
it bee meate offered to idols, whatſoe- 
uer is ſet before vs except any. weake 
bro-

brother ſay, ſuch meate was offered to 
idols, for whoſe ſake, hee willeth them 
of better knowledge yet to abſtaine, 
for not offending their conſciences al- 
ſo,whatſocuer is ſolde in the ſhambles 
he permitterh to eate , without making 
queſtion, and hvs reaſon is the dotrine 


\ of this place(as appeareth. v.26.& 18. ) 


For the earthisthe Lords and all that ther- 
7n is, forthe Lord himiclte beeing moſt 
pure,can any thing that is his,in it own 
nature be impure:the Lord being moſt 
holy, can any thing thatis his in it own 
nature beynholy? it cannot be.So may 
we vſe the beſt things,thatthey may be 
vncleane to vs.So may we be,& ſo may 
we vſe the good gifts of Godthatthey 
ſhall be vncleane vnto vs. In the Epiſtle 
ro Titus.r1.r5. the Apoſtle ſaith. Omnia 
wwunds mundis , vnto the pure are all

et increduli nihil eſt mundum , butynto 
them that are defiled and vnbelecuing 
is nothing pure, &c. If wee pollute 
not Gods guifts by our vncleaneneſle, 


| the 
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they are cleane vnto vs . Chriſt Math, 
15.11. {aith vnto the multitude called 
together, That which entreth intothe 
mouth dcfileth notthe man , but that 
which commeth out of the mouth' de- 
fileth the man . And the Apoſtle Pas! 
1.T mm. 4. 4. laith 3 Euery creature of 
God is good, and nothing oughtto be 
refuſed, if it bee recciued with thank(- 
viuing, tor it is ſanRified by the worde 
of God and prayer. This pertaineth 
tothe libertie of Gods children in the . 
vic of Gods creatures : all is his, and 
therefore they that are his, may freely 
vic them with peace of conſcience. Yet 
it excuſeth not them , that without 
cauſe , and with offence breake, with 
contempt the politique lawes of Prin- 
ces. This is a third vſe,teaching thatwe 
may vic the creatures with comfort,be- 
. cauſe they arethe Lords. | 

Letvs come toa fourth vie , which 
ſhall be the laſt : reſerued to the laſt 
place,that it might be beſt remembred. 

. The 
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The earth and the fullneſle of it,the ha- 
bitable world and the inhabitants ther- 
inareallthe Lordcs, becauſe he made 
them, and conſeructh them. Then ſure 
it is lawtull for him to diſpoſe of theſe 
things at his p_ ure : And hereit hath 
place that is faid in the Goſpel. Mat.20. 
15. An non licet mihi quod wolo facere in 
meis rebus? Ts it not lawfull for me todo 
as 1 will with mine owne? and therfore 
with reuerencewee muſt approoue of

- Welately had(ah heauievoyce that 
we muſtſay, wce had) a moſt gratious 
Queene, by many names moſt deare 
vntovs, who raigning by God &1aig- 
ning for God, moſt happilye ſwayed 
the ſcepter of this mighty kingdome, 
foure and {ortye yeares , cightecne 
weckes and two dayes. Salomon being 
annoynted to raigne ouer the twelue 
Tribes, cſtcemed ita burden (though

out before that people, and {ayde vnto 
God. 1, King. 3.9. who is able to 
iudge this thy mighty people * cucn 
ſo, the care of ourpeace, proſperitye

_ teiy wiſhed by moſt that fcare God, 

that we haue and ſhall baue) the heigh 
and mighty king, Zames by the grace of 
God the fixt of that name, King of 
Scotland, & by theſame deuine grace, 
the firſt of thatname, King of England 
France and Ireland, to raigne ouer vs. 
When Salomon was annoyntedkingin 
Iſrael the ſeruantsof David,camcinvir 
\ to 
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to him and faid. r.King.3.47.Godmake 
che name of Sa/omon more famousthen 
thy name, andexalt his throne aboue 
thy throne. And lames being proclamed 
king in England,ſo welſay ot him,if itbe 
poſhible ,God make his name more fa- 
mousthen the name of Elizabcti/)whoſe 
name was famous to the cndes of the 
world, and exalt his throne abouc her 
throne,(whoſec throne was highly and 
honourably exalted, when ſhe fat ther- 
in atrue defendcr of the taith.) 

"This worke of the Lord, raking from 
one, & giuing vnto another, therhione 
and ſcepter of this noble kingdome;, ler 
vs beare with ſach minde as becometh 
wiſemen.becaule the earth and the inha- 
bitats are the Lords,to diſpoſe at his plea- 
fure.If the change had beene vnto vs as 
dangerous, as was feared by our ſelues, 
& hopedby our cnimies, we muſt haue 
borne it with quiet mindes, becauſe 
the carth is the Lordes . Now then, 
_ the change being better tor vs _ = 

| ur 
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durſt expect , we thould be worthy of 
much blame, if we doe not carry our 
ſclues,inan euen reuerence, betweene 
contrary affections , in the conliderati- 
on hereof. 

IHay in'an euen reuerence,and reue= 
rent euennes betweene contrary affec- 
tions, becauſe I know that in the due 
| contemplation of this change mens 
mindesareypon diuers poinies,diuer{- 
ly drawen alide with different affeci- 
ons . While they conſhider her that is 
taken away, they cannot chooſe but be 
Full of heauinefſe, trcemembring what 
ſhe. was vnto them. And when they 
conſider him that is given vato vs, 
they cannot chooſe but be fill of joy,

comming. Whomatherwiſe'l ſee with 
heauie countenances and darke appar- 
rell , I ſuppoſe that they reioyce in 
mourning weeds, hauing both.ioy and 
ſorrow at their hearts,hiding inwardly 
their ioy forhim that is comming , and 
ſhowing outwardly their forrow tot hir 
that is gone, Andſarely inthis change, 
ſcriouſlic confidered,there arciuſt cau- 
ſes of both theſeaftedtions. 

That the death ofour Queene conld 
not'burt bring with it cauſes of hcaui. 
neſle, it hach beene long fince exami- 
ned, and as it were by the ſubſcription 
of all mens handsconfirmed (and hap- 

ie England char God did not with his 
hand 0 largely ſubſcribe, for then ir 
muſt hane beene fo) the Papiſts haue 
long wiſhed and expected herdearh: 
they haue often attempted by bloudie 
hands to. haſten her ende : rhey haue 
folicited with many _-_1_ 
Mi their 
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their He ſaints and She ſaints.and haue 
ſtirred vp enemies againſt her. Hoping 
that Chriſt in England ſhould againc 
giue vp the ghoſt in the daye ot her 
death, and that the Goſpel! ſhould bee 
buryed in the day of her funerals; and 
they haue libertye to: bring in Anti- 
chriſt, and reſtore againe the traditions 
ofthe church of Rome. On the other 
fide, all that loue the Lorde Ieſus, with 
feare did thinke of her future death, 
and with feruent prayers oft deſired 
God to drawe out the leagrh of her 
reigne with the daycs of heauen , that 
ſhe might refigne her Scepter into the 
handes of Chriſt at his comming to 
judgement : leaſt happily , looſing her 
before,they might looſe with her,what- 
ſocuer bleffings they received and en- 
ioyed with her. Theſe men, hauing be- 
fore thought of her dcath,did in their 
hopeandicare ſubſcribe,that ſurely her 
death muſt be dangerous ro England,

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Thereis Jurking. among vs (and God - 


2raunt they neuer hauetimeto ſhowe 
their heads accordingto their deſire, ) 
a race of idle people, inordinate wal-

ſuch ſpoilers . Thele men alſo in their 
hope and feare had ſubſcribed,that her 
death would bring cauſe of ſorrowe. 
Thus we ſee how all men long ſince 
were of this minde. — 

And if the moſtmightic hand of our 
moſt mercitull God guiding the harrs 
of our noble gouerners, had not, bythe 
Proclaiming of our now Soueraigne 
King 1aes, turned their hope into va- 
nitic,and our feare into comfort, ſurely 
the death of our excellent Queene had 
broughtwith it ruine and cauſe of ſor- 
row. Where-from it God hath miracu- 
louſlic delivered vs ( whoſe name be 
therfore eternally praiſed)yert who can 
thinkevpon it,whata one the was vnto 
vs while ſhe lived a watchtull keeper, 


adefen- 
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a defender of the faith, and avery mo. 
ther in Iſrael? who can thinke vpon it, 
that ſhe was ſuch a one-vnto vs while 
ſheliued ; and not bee touched art the 
hart with ſorrow, that ſheliues not ſill, 
to beſtill ſuch a one vnto vs? Surely-in 
her that is taken from vs,we haue, fallen 
n vs occaſions of ſorrowe. 

But God moſt good hath not left vs, 
as deſolate plaintiffes , vnto a ſolitarie 
ſorrow, without all comfort : bur hath 
giuen vs alſo many cauſes of reioycing, 
both in our bleſſed Queene departed 
from vs , and alſo in our right noble 
King giuen vs. 

In her thatis departed,God hath giuen 
vatovs occaſio of reioycing in the mi- 
ner of her departing, wherein he hath 


honored her memorie among the righ- 
teous, and/more honoured his owne 


name,for his mercy toher.In two great 
andnotable tauours, that her end was 
ceable,and that it was godlie : thar 


theended her dayes quietlie, and dyed

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inthe faith of Chriſt. | 
Furſt herein we haue cauſe to reioyce 
on her behalfe, that her end was peace- 
able, without the ſtroake of man, and 
without any other ſtroake of God,then 
fuch as is common toallmen;that paſſe 
by the ſtraite of death. The Bull of Pius 
.Quintus denounced an other end. The 
invincible Armada of Spaine threatned 
an other end ..Many bloudy traytors 
juſtly ſuffering among vs , attempted 
an other end. And yet notwithſtand- 
ing the God of peace gauc vnto hir a 
peaceableend, ſheliued long,our band 
of peace, and died quietly a childe of 
peace, as if God had promiſed her that 
he promiſed Abraham, Geneſis, 15.15 . 
Thou ſhalt goe vmto thy Fathers Cum 
pace in peace , and ſhalt bee buryed 
in canitie bona, in a good age, that is, 
Satura dirrum dinitiarum honoris , full 
of daycs , riches, and honour , and 
all preſent bleflings, as a good age is 
expounged.1.Chron,29.28. Danid dyed

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ina good ape, full of dayes,riches, and 
honour, our 'Queene matching him 
_ forthe fulneſſe of the dayes of her lite, 
for ſhe was come into the yeate where. 
in Dawid dyed, being ſcaucntic- yeare 
| olde ; and ouermatching him for the 
fulneſſe of the dayes of her reigne, 
for he reigned but fortic-yeares, and 
ſhee ſawe the fiue and fortieth of her

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hope of my foule. For propinquity of 
bloud,he is the next and rightfull heire 
of Henrie the ſcuenth of famous me- 
morie,of the houſe of Lancaſter, & of 
Elizabeth his wite ayre of the houſe of 
Yorke. His education hath bin Godly; 
of his wiſedome for gouernment, and 
of his fincerity tor religion , he hath al. 
ready giuen proofe; not onely in the 
fouernement of his kingdomeot Scot- 
land, but otherwiſe alſo,to thecontent 
\ of many that could not fo fully obſerue 
his gouernement , as peruſe his wri- 
tings. Whit cemaineth then ? but that 
we reioyce in God and praiſe him for 
our preſent ſoueraigne, praying that he 
may ſafely come vntovs, & long conti- 
nue with vs.,ftanding in Gods grace,to 
the good of Gods Church,&latety of 
the kingdomes ouer which he is ſet.
